WHEAT SELLS AT. CHICAGO 
AT LOWEST PRICE SINCE 1652 


Grain for December Future Deliv- 
ery Drops for Time to 438% 
Cents a Bushel., 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—Statisticians 
went back to the reign of King Ed- 
ward I of England .to find wheat 
prices lower than those paid on 
the Chicago Board ‘of Trade in the 
final 15 minutes of trading today. 

The December future deljvéry 
sold at 43% cents a busbé€l, the 
lowest price in the histofy of or- 
ganized markets and one that has 
not been equaled since 1652, when 
it sold on the Strassburg (Ger- 
many) market at that price. In 
1286 and 1287, wheat sold in Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, as low as 9 cents 
a bushel. Other future deliveries 
sold at the ‘lowest levels of the 
season. : 

Persistent liquidation by discour- 
aged owners, coupled with poor 
buying power, forced wheat down 
to finish at 1% to 1% cents lower 
than yesterday's final prices. The 
December delivery closed at 44 to 
44% cents a bushel, May at 49% 
to 49% cents and July at 50% to 
50%. cents. 

Weakness of the market at Min- 
neapolis and Winnipeg intensified 
the desire. of wheat holders to sell 
and as their orders to “unload” 
came in, pit traders were hard 
pressed to find buyers. 

Corn and oats followed wheat 
downward, with rye also showing 
discouragement and easing slightly.

AT SHAW'S GARDEN 


Finest of Dwight Davis Collec- 


tion May Be Seen in Alcove 
House Today. 


The finest of the Dwight Davis 
collection—the Philippine ‘“‘Pansy 
Orchid"’—is blooming at Shaw’s 
Garden for the first time, and may 
be seen today in the Alcove House, 
adjoining the Floral Display House. 

So. delicate is this variety—a fac- 
tor in its extreme rarity—that it 
will be removed from the unfriend- 
ly city atmosphere this week and 
taken back to the orchid houses at 
the 1600-acre Gray Summit garden, 
where-it has its own sea-level trop- 
ical climate made to order. 

Fanciers have declared it one of 
the loveliest of all the thousands 
of orchids which Shaw's Garden 
has brought to St. Louis. Six mag- 
nificent flowers -bloom at the tip 
of a long spike on the lone plant, 
which still grows on the original 
leg on which it was sent from the 
Philippines. | 

The flower, technically Vanda 
Sanderi#ha, is 3% inches across, 
pansy-like in shape and vividness. 
Three petals (the uppermost # 
really a sepal) .rise fanlike, th 
faintest of mauves with aaediokn. 
red flecks near the base. The lip, 
most prominent feature of the 
show orchids most familiar in St. 
Louis, is a tiny sac in the center 
of the blossom. Below flare two 
sepals, heavily criss-crossed with 
the chocolate-red over yellow. 

A professional orchid hunter, nt 
Robelyn, pushed into an unknoWn 
section: of southeast Mindanao in 
1882 and found the pansy orchid 
the seacoast, sometimes 
growing on trees overhanging the 
surf so closely that salt spray 
reached its trailing roots.

Will you be good enough 
to huve the check made by an in- 
dividual payable to F. C. Walker, 
treasurer, and forwarded to me in 
the enclosed envelope as promptiy 
as possible. 

“"Thanking you for your assur- 
ances of good will,I am  ‘ 

“*Yours very sincerely, 
(Signed ) “ta, P. HOMER!’ 


“Amazed and Outraged.” 

“T am amazed and outraged by 
this flagrant attempt at political 
blackmail, and am loath to -believe 
that it could have been made with 
your sanction. At the same time, 
however, the information upwn 
which the demand upon me for 
funds is made apparently must 
have come from you.

New Cranking Power 
Standard for Auto 
Batteries Adopted 


Werd has been received by T./ 


P. O'Malley, St. Louis branch man- 
ager for the Electric Storage Bat- 
tery Co., maker of Exide batteries, 
that a new official standard has 
been adopted covering the battery 
power required for cranking auto 
engines that will be of marked 
benefit te motorists. 

“This mew standard,” O’Maliey 
said, “has been established by the 
Society of Autometive Engineers. 
It will require a battery to be 
capable of discharging 300 amperes 
at zero temperature for a specified 
number of minutes, the period of 
discharge varying with the size and 
type of battery. This period ranges 
from 1.7 minutes to ever five 
minutes.

New Tire Tube Lets 
Air Trapped Inside 
Casing Escape Easily 


It has been, and still is, common 
practice amdng most tire manufac- 
turers to puncture every casing be- 
fore it leaves the factory. 

With the introduction of drop 
center rims there arose numerous 
complaints from motorists that 
their tires were developing blisters 
on sidewalls, or separating under 
sidewalls or treads. Manufactur- 
ers began an investigation that led 
to a discovery which even they 
could hardly, believe. The trouble, 
they found, was causéd by trapping 
of air between casing and tube in 
mounting. 

The trapped air problem has al- 
ways existed to an unknown ex- 
tent, but it was not recognized as 
a definite cause of tire failure un- 
til drop center rims became pop- 
ular. This type of rim, being of 
one piece construction and having 
no splits or loose side flanges, ag- 
gravated the problem because it 
more frequently and easily formed 
a continuous airtight seal that of- 
fered no outlet for the air except 
As a rem- 
dy, the manufacturer punched a 
hole in the sidewall of the casing 
so that the air might escape. 

The United States Rubber Co. 
now has found a better solution of 
the problem, it believes, in the de- 
velopment of a new tube, known as 
the vented tube. This tube is 
knurled or corrugated to form 
vents so that the trapped air at 
any point of the casing is auto- 
matically led out through the valve 
hole during the first few revolu- 
tions of the wheel.

Bennett of Springfield, former 
Lieutenant-Goverfior, who was in- 
dorsed by the Anti-Saloon League 
before the primary, but who for 
some reason, not stated by the An- 
ti-Saloon League has not its in- 
dorsement now. Bennett is thus 
in the position of being the only 
utliindorsed candidate, as to the 
wet-dry issue, among the 26 who 
aré seeking Missouri's seats in 
Congress. 

“Five of the Democratic candi- 
dates,” the association Against Pro. 
hibition says, “Messrs. Cannon, Lo- 
zier, Milligan, Dickinson and Rom- 
jue, have dry records, but have 
pledged themselves to vote for im- 
mediate modification of the Vol- 
stead act and repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment.

Viscount Kaneko Tells of 1905 Conversation at Oyster Bay — Quotes 
Late President As Asserting That in the Orient Only Japan Under- 
stands the Principles and Methods of Western Civilization. 


After a lapse of 27 years Viscount Kentaro 
Kaneko, member of the Privy Council of Japen, 
makes the assertion that in 1905 President 
Theodore Roosevelt outlined and recommended 
to him privately a “Japanese Monroe Doctrine” 
in Asia. At that time Kaneko was here as an 
important figure in the peace negotiations that 
terminated the Russo-Japanese wear. 

Viscount Kaneko’s account of the views ez- 
pressed to him by President Roosevelt is con- 
tained in an article in the September issue of 


Tokio and reprinted herewith by special per- 
mission. So far as can be ascertained, Roose- 
velt never made any public presentation of the 
views attributed to him by Viscount Kaneko.

In the early summer of 1905, after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s mediation for a peace con- 
ference had been accepted by Russia and 
Japan, I was invited to Iunch at the White 
House. We talked about the forthcoming 


‘eonference and discussed many preliminary 


questions. 

Afterward our conversation turned to more 
personal things. The President, said that the 
style and dignity which his position required 
him to keep up at the White House gave his 
guests little knowledge of his family and his 
personality, and he invited me to be his guest 
in a less formal way at Oyster Bay. On July 
7, after the President had mvuved to his sum- 
mer home, I went to Sagamore Hill to spend 
the night and the following day. 

At 10 o'clock Mrs. Roosevelt retired after 
extinguishing the lamp on the table, and the 
President and I went to his study, where we 
discussed the forthcoming peace negotiations 
at Portsmouth, N. H. The President expressed 
his opinions freely and asked me to cable 
them to our Government in Tokio. 


A Talk on Porch. 


Next morning, after breakfast, sitting on 
the piazza, the President and 1 discussed many 
problems of the “after war’’ policy of Asia. 
among them a “Japanese Monroe Doctrine”’ 
in Asia which he strongly advised. 

And now, when Japan’s policies in Asia 
are causing anxiety and even alarm to 
other Powers, I venture to believe that the 
time has come when President Roosevelt’s 
far-reaching views may usefully be given to 
the world. However, I do not at this distance 
of time pretend to repeat tne exact words of 
our conversation, which took place nearly 28 
years azo but its substance made such an in- 
effaceabie impression upon my mind as can 
never be forgotten as long as I live. 

“Japan is the only nation in Asia,” said 
the President, “‘which understands fhe prin- 
ciples and methods of Western civilization. 
She has proved that she can assimilate West- 
ern civilization, yet not break up her own 
heritage. All the Asiatic nations are now 
faced with the urgent necessity of adjusting 
themselves to the present age. 

“Japan should be their natural leader in 
that process, and their protector during the 
transition stage, much as the United States 
assumed the leadership of the American con- 
tinent many years ago, and by means of the 
Monroe doctrine preserved the Latin Ameri- 
can nations from European interference while 
they were maturing their independence. 

“If President Monroe had never enunciated 


“Contemporary Japan,” recently published in 


a 
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the’ doctrine which bears his name, the 
growth of the independent South American 
Republics would have been interfered with 
by influences foreign to this continent. The 
future policy of Japan towards Asiatic coun- 
tries should be similar to that of the United 
States towards their neighbors on the Ameri- 
can continent. 

“A ‘Japanese Monroe Doctrine’ in Asia will 
remove the temptation to European encroach- 
ment, and Japan will be recognized as the 
leader of the Asiatic nations, and her power 
will form the shield behind which they can 
reorganize their national systems.” 

When I asked the President how far he 
thought this “Japanese Monroe Doctrine” 
should extend, -hé replied that the sphere of 
the “Japanese Monroe Doctrine” should in- 
clude the whole continent of Asia—east of 
Suez Canal as far .as west of Kamchatka— 
except India, Annam, the Philippines, Hong- 
kong and other European and American col- 
onies. At the same time Japan would observe 
the American policy of the “open door and 
equal opportunity” in China. 

“If Japan will proclaim such an Asiatic 
Monroe Doctrine after the peace of Ports- 
mouth,” continued the President, “*I will sup- 
port her with all my power, either during my 
presidency or after its expiration.” 

This opinion he expressed as clearly and 
forcibly as possible. 


Gratified by Words. 

Il was much surprised at the President’s 
frankness, and, I need not say, inexpressibly 
gratified to find that in this powerful states- 
man Japan has so stanch a friend. This 
was the first occasion on which I heard any 
public man in America or Europe speak of 
a “Japanese Monroe Doctrine.” 

This opinion of the President, with many 


other matters which we discussed, I reported 
to our Government by ciplier telegram on July 
11, 1905. 

His foresight was again shown in relation 
to the decisive step which assured Japan's fu- 
ture in Manchuria. Peace between Japan and 
Russia was signed on Aug. 23, 1905. All the 
world, and particularly America, fejoiced. 

On Sept. 10, 1905, after the Peace Treaty 
was signed, on the eve of my departure for 
Japan, President Roosevelt invited me to Sag- 
amore Hill to a farewell luncheon with his 
family. I spent half a day with them. Dur- 
ing our conversation, I said to the President: 

“You will remember that last July, when 
I stayed at your house, you advised our Gov- 
ernment to proclaim a ‘Japanese Monroe doc- 
trine’ for Asia. Now I want to ask you, if 
on my return to Tokio I may report your ad- 
vice to the Emperor and his Ministers, and let 
our Government prepare and establish our 
Asiatic policy in accordance to your view, 
because your advice is of great importance to 
Japan.” 


Views Withheld. 

The President answered: 

“I have no objection to your reporting to 
the Emperor and his Ministers confidentially; 
but I ask you not to make my views public 
while I am President, because I will announce 
to the world at some suitable opportunity, 
after my term of office has expired. When 
I decide to make it public I- will send a cable 
authorizing you to do the same. So we ean 
simultaneously publish ii, you in Japan and I 
in America.” 

Thereupon I said: 

“Today, if your view is made public, the 
world and especially the people of America, 
will be taken by surprise. But in future, 
should you decide, I will proclaim your mag- 
nanimous view on the Japanese Asiatic policy, 
and will explain to the Japanese and endeavor 
to have it realized in my power.” 

On my return home, when I had an audi- 
ence, I reported to the Emperor, who com- 
manded me to present a written report. 

When President Roosevelt completed his 
term, he went to shoot big game in Central 
Africa. Then he re-entered American poli- 
tics in the movement to form the Progressive 
Party. The six years between his retirement 
and the World War were full of striking 
events in which Colonel Roosevelt played a 
part, and Japan’s relations with her neighbor- 
ing countries in Asia were begets 4) unim- 
portant. 


No Occasion Arose. 
No occasion arose to prompt the publica- 
tion of the opinion which President Roose- 
velt had uttered in our talk at Sagamore Hill. 
And now when Japan’s policy in Manchuria 
is much criticized by foreign Powers, it is a 
matter of the greatest regret to me and to 
Japan that he died unexpectedly without hav- 
ing uttered in public speech his views on a 
“Japanese Monroe Doctrine” in Asia. 


This opinion, held by one of the greatest 


statesmen of our time, would have been of 
high importance had he lived to announce it 
himself at the present moment, when Man- 
churia is once more a burning international 
question. As his old friend and lifelong ad- 
mirer, I cannot withhold his far-reaching 
view, and now give it to the world, as my 
sincere tribute to the memory of the world- 
renowned American statesman and a great 
benefactor to Japan in her struggie against 
Russia for national existence.

The context of the President's 
remarks.on this subject at Des 
Moines, as well as that of subse- 
quent speeches in which he has 
referred to the menacing. effects 
of fereign gold withdrawals and 
domestic hoarding, points clearly 
to early February as the critical 
two-week period of which he 
spoke. Information obtained by 
the Post-Dispatch confirms this 
conclusion. 

This is not to say that early 
February was, in fact, the most 
dangerous period in our financial 
difficulties, or that it is so re- 
garded in retrospect by the Treas- 
ury. There is sound authority for 
the statement that the peak of the 
crisis, in the administration view, 
came in June, when the country 
was threatened with a new and 
disastrous wave of bank failures. 
Quite possibly, the magnitude of 
the danger at that time is now 
being overstated for obvious polit- 
ical purposes. One cannot talk 
with responsible. and © informed 
officials of the administration, 
however, without getting the im- 
pression that their fears in June 
for the financial stability of the 
United States, whether or not 
those fears were justified and 
whether or not they are now be- 
ing exaggerated, were. very real. 
The Dawes Bank Loan. 

Of these fears, one of the great- 
est was for the safety of Charles 
G. Dawes’ bank in Chicago. When 
if ever, the whole inside story of 
the administration's anti-depres- 
sion measures comes to be writ- 
ten, an interesting chapter may be 
made of a Sunday afternoon meet- 
ing in Washington when it was 
decided that the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation should lend 
$80,000,009 to the Dawes bank. 

* It is now being said by the Re- 
publican campaigners that the 
threatening state of affairs in 
June was due primarily to the 
fears created throughout the 
country by the “destructive” Dem- 
ocratic program in the House of 
Representatives. Any diagnosis.of 
that sort needs, of course, to be 
heavily discounted. There can be 
no doubt, however, that unfavor- 
able credit conditions in June, 
whatever their cause, brought 
grave alarm to those in charge of 
the Government—perhaps even 
graver than the alarm which, com- 
municated to the leaders of Con- 
gress, resulted in the February 
passage of the Glass-Steagall Act. 

Nevertheless, the weight of the 
available evidence is that the 
President at Des Moines was talk- 


ing about the situation ip Febru- 


gold, because under the law we 
must maintain 40.per cent gold 
reserve behind such currency. Ow-

In speech after speech, President Hoover views with 
alarm the flood of imports with which the Demo- 
crats will inundate our workers, and from Washbing- 
ton the Republican National Committee denounces 


as “a purely political propaganda movement :origi- 
nated by Socialists and radicals whose support in 
this campaign has been invited and welcomed so 
enthusiastically by Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

In Detroit, Henry Ford directs his employes to 
vote for Hoover, and in Philadelphia the John Wana- 
maker store, not to be outdone, prints an advertise- 
ment imploring “all merchants, manufacturers, mill 
owners, wage earners, heads of families, protecting 
their dependents, to join in safeguarding our coun- 
try from outside attacks aimed at the destruction 
of our American institutions and the dissipation of 
our national finances.” 

Republican campaign speeches have gradually come 
to follow the same formula. Today, they are a ma- 
chine product as standardized as the Ford car, First 
come the paragraphs which deplore the depression, 
blame it on Europe and absolve the administration 
of all responsibility. Then come the paragraphs 
which outline the achievements of the administra- 
tion, a list which includes many measures which 
were enacted by Democratic votes, organizations 
which are being administered by Democratic execu- 
tives, steps which the President long opposed and 
in which he tardily and reluctantly acquiesced, and 
other items the wisdom of which is still to be proved. 
Then follows the hair-raising recital of the sins of 
the Democratic House of Representatives, made up 
of a number of proposals which never became law, 
many of them passed by Republican votes, some of 
them less terrifying than we are given to suppose. 
All of which is offered to prove the thesis that 
the Democrats in Congress delayed recovery; that 
prospect of a Democratic victory in November further 
delays recovery; that the Democrats are dangerous, 
ignorant and unsound and will keep us in a depres- 
sion from which superior Republican wisdom: is al- 
ready releasing us, 

It is pretty obvious that business has not been 
much impresséd by this attempt to pani¢ the coun- 
try into voting for Hoover, The betting on Wall 
Street shows that financial center expects Gov. Roose- 
velt to be elected. The simultaneous recovery of the 
business index and security prices demonstrates that 
business feels that it has nothing to fear from this 
result, Nor is it difficult to see why this is true..

the administration’s record. But he has proposed

banks more rigidly. Certainly this falls somewhat 
short of Communism. : 

Indeed, the con¢rete proposals of Gov. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Hoove? have much in common. Both bén 
the bonus. Both promise a reduction of Federal 
expenditures. Both would put an end to the stabill- 
gation activities of the Farm Board. Both would 
lighten the burden of farm mortgages. . Both would 
coliect the war debts. Both would reorganize the 
Federal Land Banks. Both would limit public works 
to projects of a self-liquidating nature. Both would 
use Federal funds to prevent starvation, Both would 
regulate the interstate transmission of electricity. 
Both have declared for more rigid supervision of 
banks. 

It is true that Gov. Roosevelt’s position on two 
issues—power and unemployment—is in advance of 
Mr. Hoover’s. But when he approves unemployment 
insurance, old age pensions and a later school-leav- 
ing age, he is talking about state, not about Fed- 
eral, matters. His declaration for the regulation of 
holding companies in the power industry and for 
the public generation of electrical energy at. Boulder 
Dam, Muscle Shoals, Columbia River and the 8t. 
Lawrence is heartening. But Re opposes public trans- 
mission of the energy so generated and insists that 
private ownership and operation must be the guid- 
ing principle in power policy. 

This is something less than Socialism. The Gov- 
ernor’s railway speech, an exceedingly able perform- 
ance, proposed Federal regulation of competitive bus 
and truck services, abandonment of wasteful com- 
petition, elimination of unprofitable mileage, and 
control of the manipulative activities of railway 
holding companies—a sound program, but one which 
is thoroughly acceptable to responsible leaders in 
the industry. 

Gov. Roosevelt stands a step to the left of Mr. 
Hoover. But that still leaves him a good day’s 
journey from gnything which can honestly be de- 
scribed as radicalism. He hag warned business that 
economic power is a public trust; that the state 
must guard against its abuse, But he has not pro 
posed to socialize economic power. His regulatory 
program is that of an enlightened conservative. His 
attitude toward social legislation ig similarly intel- 
ligently moderate. 

The attempt to make Gov. Roosevelt out a Red is 
an abject failure. None of his proposals threatens 
the permanence of private property. Nowhere has 
he preached economic revolution; advocated funda- 
menta] change. Conservatives, liberals and progres: 
sives can and doubtless will vote for him. Radicals 
will have to turn to Norman Thomas, Socialist candi- 
date, or W. Z, Foster, Communist candidate. 


We believe that Senator Cutting of New Mexico, 
in his Denver spéech, did Mr. Hoover a great injus- 
tice when he said; 

In the last days of the 1980 session, the great 
humanitarian vetoed the Rankin bill, which I 
have no hesitation in calling the most just and 
most equitable measure for disabled veterans ever 
passed by Congress. As a substitute, he forced 
through both houses a law granting compensa- 
tion to veterans for injuries unconnected with 
the service. | 
This statement gives a wholly false view. of the 

1930 legislation. Mr. Hoover did veto the Rankin 
bill and he did force a stibstitute through both 
houses, but a study of the two bills leads inevitably 
to the conclusion that Mr, Hoover’s bill was superior 
in several respects. 

Both bills were bad because they admitted to the 
public crib veterans whose disabilities have no con- 
nection with war service. The temper of Congress 
at the time was such that Mr. Hoover could not have 
prevented such legislation from passing.

of 380,000 possible civil life disability cases; because, 
under it, a man who had served a few days in the 
army would receive aid on the same basis as a man 
who had fought in the Argonne; because it could 
have resulted in paying larger pensions for civil life 
disabilities than are paid to men wounded at the 
front; because the bill contained no safeguard against 
men of independent means claiming benefits for civil 
life digabilities, and for various other cogent reasons. 


Whereas, the first-year cost of the. Rankin bill 
would have been $110,000,000, the first-year cost of 
the Hoover bill was estimated at less than half that 
sum; the latter bill excludes men who pay an income 
tax; it restricts the pensions to modest sums rang: 
ing from $12 a month for 25 per cent disability to a 
maximum of $40 a month for total disability; it made 
ineligible all veterans who had served less than 90 
days; in its final form, it was free of such ridiculous 
provisions as one attached by the Senate that the 
country should pay pensions to men suffering from 
social diseases incurred during the war. 

Mr. Hoover can be criticised for putting his pen to 
any legislation by which men are permitted to draw 
doles from the Federal Treasury, as veterans, when 
they came unscathed from war service. But to give

than the one he signed is to engage in that kind of 
flubdub too common in the heat of campaigns. 


-Of the many reasons for the Democratic drift this 
year, there is one which, while not bulking large in 
the minds of the voters, yet is of incontestable valid- 
ity. We refer to the need of keeping intact a strong 
minority party in the United States, whose function 
is to examine, criticise and challenge the majority 
party’s leadership and; at times, take the reins itself, 
In England, the party or parties ranged against the 
party in power are officially recognized as “His Majes- 
ty’s opposition.” If the Republicans, despite all indi- 
cations, should win again this year after 12 years 
of control of the national government, a blow would 
be dealt to the Democratic party from which it could 
hardly recover, 

As it is constituted at present, we do not think 
the death of the party, per se, would be a calamity, 
It would be so only because there is nothing else to 
take its place, Unlike in Great Britain and many 
Continental countries, the Socialists have never been 
able to make much headway in the United States. In 
the last national election, they polled less than 
300,000 votes, a miserable showing considering the 
length of time they have been in the field. It is ex- 
pected this year that they will poll in the neighbof- 
hood of 2,000,000 votes, but these ballots in the main 
will be more expressive of discontent with the two 
major parties than approval of the Socialist pro- 
gram, In other words, if there were any actual dan- 
ger of Norman Thomas’ election, many of those who 
will yote for him in November would recoil sharply 


from his candidacy. 


An Argument for Political Opposition. 


We reprint on this page today an interesting article

It is unnecessary to rehearse facts re- 
peatedly given great publicity demonstrat.

ganization is shattered by ‘quarrels, as in 


Illinois, where the Republican candidate for 
Governor is being bitterly fought by the 
Chicago Tribune and other Republican pa- 
pers. We are merely viewing realistically 
the political situation in declaring that the 
Republican party is so stricken that its ca- 
pacity for national government in the im- 
mediate future is seriously impaired. 


This newspaper four years ago did what 
it could to give Mr. Hoover the support in 
Congress of united, strong majorities. They 
were at leagt elected, but what happened? 
Those majorities fell into disharmony and 
futility. Today no Republican majorities 
are even in sight for the next ‘Congress, if 
Mr, Hoover should be re-elected. Mr. Hoo- 
ver himself in his Detroit speech used jan- 
guage which revealed his own expectation 
that the next Congress will be Democratic, 
And this is what the chief political cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Tribune, the 
leading Republican paper of the Middle 
West, reported only last Sunday:

Levitzki Soloist 
For the Symphony 
Program at Odeon 


After Long Absence Pianist - ‘ 


Will Return This Week to 
Play the Saint-Saens Con- 
certo in G Minor. — 


FTER an absence of nine years 

Mischa  Levitzki, pianist, re- 

turns to St. Louis and a place 
on the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra’s programs this week, when at 
the concerts at the Odeon Friday 
afternoon and Saturday evening he 
plays the Saint-Saens Concerts in 
G@ minor under the baton of Viadi- 
mir Golschmann. Levitzki played 
the solo part of that great con- 
certo when he made his debut-here 
in 1917, , Ha 

Incidentally.the Saint-Saens work 
is in the great pianistic tradition. 
Its composer wrote it in 18 days 
when, at the heighth of his own 
career as a concert pianist he was 
to appear as soloist of a concert 
conducted by the great Anton Ru- 
benstein. 

When Levitzki first. appeared 
here he left an impression that has 
only been deepened by the bril- 
liance of his career in the years 
since. He missed being American- 
born by the fact that his parents 
returned for a visit to their native 
Ukrain. He was little more than a 
baby when he first studied. piano, 
and at 8 he appeared in a concert 
in Brussels. At 13 he graduated 
from the New York public schools 
and began studies with Stojowski 
in the Institute of Musical Art, 
upon the recommendation of Wal- 
ter Damrosch. There followed fur- 
ther studies with Dohnanyi in the 
Berlin Hochschule fur Musik. In 
1914 the youth made a Berlin de- 
but, but the wa i intervened to 
make difficult a concert career. He 
returned to America, where his suc- 
cesses beginning with 1916 were 
instantaneous and brilliant. Since 
then he has become one of the 
most widely traveled and most 
popular of artists, having toured 
America 14 times and visited Eu- 
rope almost as often, while his art 
has been hailed as far as the 
Orient,. where he had given more 
than 40 concerts. 

Conductor Golschmann has ar- 
ranged a program of interest lead- 
ing up to the Saint-Saens Concerto 
with which the soloist brings the 
coneerts of next Friday_and Satur- 
day to a close.

Barrett and Nelson A. Darragh, 
president of the company operat- 
ing KMOX. Paid in capital stock 
would be $25,000. 

Yost held that a need exists for 
a station offering local program 
services to East st. Louis of a civic 
educational, charitable and relig- 
ious character. He said also that 
local dairying, farming, mining and 
factory industries would benefit 
from the proposed station. He 
added that Barrett was financially, 
technically and legally qualified to 
be a broadcaster. 

To make room for the ution, 
Yost recommended that the com- 
mission deny a renewal application 
of WKBS, Galesburg, Ill., by de- 
fault because its owners failed to 
appear at the Sept. 27 hearing to 
defend its radio license. Yost also 
recommended denial of the appli- 
cation of Samuel E. Yaste and 
Burrell Barrish, Galesburg. resi- 
dents, who had applied for author- 
ity to erect a new 100-watt station 
in Galesburg, also asking for the 
facilities of WKBS. 

Counsel for protesting stations 
have 20 days in which to file ex- 
ceptions to the report, which will 
then go to the commission for final 
action.

A survey conducted by Miss 
Florence Fox, specialist of the Bu- 
reau of Education, shows poetry 
and music lack the fascination his- 
tery has for children. 

Returns from questionnaires sent 
to 25 states indicate also that 
dramatization is the most popular 
form of presenting educational 
subjects and that band music is 
the favorite kind. 

Ninety-four per cent of the pu- 
pils preferred dramatization, story 
telling ranking second with 82 per 
cent. The lecture method was op- 


posed by 75 per cent and the in- 


terview by 59 per cent. 

Some of the teachers made the 
criticism that certain programs 
were too mature for the students’ 
comprehension; interest and ex- 
perience, About 85 per cent of 
the pupils heard the programs dis-

REALTY MEN CONSIDER NEW 
LAWS AT JEFFERSON CITY 


Purpose of Meeting 


Last Week Was to 


Explain Measures for Next Session 
Affecting Dealers. 


At a meeting in Jefferson City 
last Wednesday called by. the St. 
Louis Real Estate Exchange the 
representatives of exchanges and 


owners’ organizations from *"Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, Joplin, Se- 
dalia, Jefferson City, Fulton, Cali- 
fornia and other centers were pres- 
ent. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
to explain measures affecting real- 
ty dealers which will be intro- 
duced at the Legislature in - Jan- 
uary. 

Among the acts proposed was a 
joint resolution for a constitution- 
al amendment allowing the classi- 
fication of property so that a 
mortgage recording tax might be 
put in force. Others are: 

To allow the payment of taxes 
in four installments instead of in 
a single annual payment. 

To reduce the penalties on de- 
linquent taxes. To permit record- 
ers to copy instruments immedi- 
ately, if haste is necessary, rath- 
er than to allow the deeds to take 
their turn in recording. 


To make the identification of 
notes by the recorder compulsory 
so that the purchaser of a mort- 
gage will know that the notes are 
the. identical instruments secured 
by the mortgage, to require the 
production of the note at the time 
a foreclosure trustee’s deed is re- 
corded to prevent the possibility 
of selling the paper as a valid en- 
cumbrance after i: has been fore- 
closed: to require real estate brok- 
ers and salesmen to be _ licensed 
by the State.

George R. Snider, 1111 
Belleview Avenue, Bags 
Five-Year-Old Buck Near 
Doniphan on Opening 
Day of Season. 


He went all the way to Colorado 
hoping to bag his first deer. But he 
had to come back to Missouri to 
kill one. That is the story Georg: 
R. Snider, 1111 Belleviey avenue, 
St. Louis, is telling friends today 
as he described his adventure in 
Ripley County, Mo., where on 
Thursday he brought down a four- 
prong buck, the first in his three 
years of deerhunting experience. 

Snider and his father, J. A. Sni- 
der, who accompanied him on the 
hunt, returned Friday with a 
fine 200-pound deer he had shot. 
evidence that -there is atill biz 
game in the wilder spots of the 
State. The deer, which weighed 
approximately 200 pounds, was 
placed in cold storage and will be 
butchered and divided among 

friends of the family this week. 

“I got a big kicax out of killing 
this deer for severa! reasons,” ex- 
plained the younger Snider, who is 
still on the nice side of 30. “Three 
years ago I thought I would like 
to have the experience of killing 
a deer. I joined a party and made 
a trip to Colorado. Although other- 
members of the party brought 
down two bucks, I did not do anv 
of the shooting. 

Three Deer Sighted. 

“This year we decided to try 
Missouri. We arranged with a 
guide named Leo Dodd by letter 
and on the eve ofthe hunting seca- 
son’s opening, last Thursday, we 
were on hand in Doniphan. We 
stopped at the hotel that night and 
early in the morning Dodd took us 
out about 12 miles from town and 
placed us on ‘stands’ in the timber: 
and, so Dodd said, about a quarter 
of a mile from the Current River. 

“My father was on one slope of 
a hill and f on the other. I guess 
it was something less than an hour 
efter I had been posted in a 
thicket when I heard my father’s 
gun. I kept close to cover think- 
ing the deer would come my way 
if Dad hadn't bagged him. And, 
sure enough, not one deer but 
three came galloping into a view. 
Two of them were young ones, ot 
the older fellow had good-sized 
antlers and I let him have it. He 
plunged forward and fell about 50 
feet over a biuff. 

*Yiow far was I when I shot? 
Oh, probably not more than 50 
yards. But I was in htavy timber 


when I let go, I used a .256 New- | 


ton gun with a hollow nose bullet. 


“When I reached the buck hs 
was dead. He had been shot 
through the heart. Furthermore, 
just to prove that my father hadn‘t 
missed completely one -prong of 
the buck’s antlers had been shot 
away by father’s bullet. 

“The guide dressed the deer 
without skinning him or remov- 
ing his horns, and we returned 
to Doniphan. 

“Apparently this deer was abort 
5 years old, at least our guide fis- 
ured that out. The spot where we 
killed him was close to Doniphan, 
and I am told there are numerous 
deer in this region. 

“Believe me, when it comes to 
deer hunting in the future I’m not 
going away from this State. Mis- 
souri showed me. It cost me a $25 
non-resident license to go to Colo- 
rado te shoot, not counting all my 
other expenses. But for a State 
resident license and deer tag—$4— 
I had more fun and got results 
right here at home. 

“Sure, I'm going next year.” 


Another Kills Five-Point Buck. 


Several St. Louis parties took 
advantage of the open season and 
most of these are still out. An- 
other hunter to report killing a 
deer was Herman Duing, 5415 
Bates street, who returned Friday 
with a five-point buck weighing 
220 pounds. 

Duing killed his deer in Oregon 
County, near Wilderness, on the 
first day of the season, Thursday.

He has 
worked hard and supported himself since he was 15. He has 
lived roughly and still does. Frequently his only food has been 
the birds who served him as models. He detests the idea of 
shooting birds just for the sake of shooting, but sanely holds that 


they are legitimately used as food, especially in the woods. 


He is far from a lazy man. Consider the work involved in| 


the production of his big achievement. The edition is limited 
to 100 sets, each containing 12 huge volumes. There are 900 
plates to a set, or 90,000 in the entire edition. Most plates con- 
tain two or more bir@ figures, the total number running to about 
300,000. Each was colored individually. In summer Mr. Brasher 
worked from 3:30 a. m. to 3 or 4 p. m., in winter from 7 a. m. 
to 4 p. m. His system was to have each of his original 900 
pencil-sketched plates photographed 100 times. Assistants helped 
by painting in background—the sky and sometimes foliage. Mr. 
Brasher, however, worked entirely by himself in adding the color- 
ing. He made a special point of insuring perfection in the re- 
production of the actual color of feet and beak, and of eye 
expression, points usually done perfunctorily by nature painters.

The minute detail of the originals is ad- 
mirably painstaking. 

Originally, Mr. Brasher hoped to make 
500 copies for the edition. But after he 
had been working some time, his brother 
did a little arithmetic on a sketch pad and 
announced: “Shucks, Rex, it’s impossible for you to live long 
enough to do that.” So they reduced the edition to 100. 

Mr. Brasher's only art training was in the engraving dgpartment 
of Tiffany's, where he got a job after his fifteenth birthday, and 
in other engraving plants. Five years before going to work 
he had mapped out his career. At 19 he sailed down the Atlantic 
coast alone in a sloop. As he passed Far Rockaway, on Long 


to Do— 


' Island, he was entranced to discover in the then wilds, 86 species 


of birds. Here was a rich hunting ground. Arriving in Key 
West, he sold the sloop and hurried back to the Rockaways to 
paint. By 1900, when he was 31, he had made 400 sketches. 
Dissatisfied with them, he tossed them in the fire and began again. 
In 1905 he burned the sketches made in the interim. Fearful 
of approaching middle age and feeling at least in part worthy 
of his self-appointed task, he began the series now in book form. 
By 1928 he had finished the sketches, a collection of 900 plates. 
In order to achieve exact coloration in the final product, he con- 
sulted the bird skin collection of Dr. Jonathan Dwight in the 
American Museum of Natural History. The stack of mental 
pictures taken by his “photogtaphic™ eye over a lifetime of lying 


in marshes and perching in trees, plus days spent near bird cages ° 


in zoos, did the rest. Last August the 100 sets were finished. 


SET sells for $2400. There are about 20 left. Among the 

purchasers, besides museums and libraries, are Clarence 
Mackay, William Boeing, airplane manufacturer; Richard Beatty 
Mellon, banker; Edward S. Harkness, philanthropist; Gerard Barnes 
Lambert, sportsman; Will Kellogg, cereal manufacturer and Paul de 
Kruif, author. Besides the complete collections, there are avail- 
able a number of individual plates, duplicates made during the 
coloring process, which sell for $15. In a Madison avenue art 
gallery a few days ago, Senator Harry B. Hawes of Missouri, 
game conservation enthusiast, bustled in gruffly, and bustled out 
with several Brasher bird studies under his arm. Senator Hawes 
has an extensive collection of bird and animal pictures. 

The Brasher family is of great antiquity, as American fam- 
ilies go. Some hold it to be the oldest in New York. It de- 
rives from a wealthy French Huguenot exile, Bras de Fer, who 
came to America in 1621. Another branch of the family, which 
settled in what is now Canada, produced a number of public 
figures, one a Governor-General. The only other member of the 
American branch who showed such monumental ambition and 
devotion to a single task as Rex (whose real name is Reginald) 
was Dr. John Brashear (he spelled it differently), who achieved 
international fame as an astronomer. Old “Uncle John” was, 
until his death a few years ago, a familiar figure in Pittsburgh, a 
slave of the stars and possessor of ribbons and medals from 
European scientific societies. 

There was also a distant anctstor whose named appears in 
the records of early New York courts. He was fined seven 
shillings. It seems he had kicked someone's cow. Although, it 
appears, of a somewhat oblique turn of mind, this Brasher had 
the old Brasher spirit. He might have kicked a dog or cat. 
But no. Nothing but a cow would suit him.

HE peace of an 
autumn Sabbath

_ for thirty-odd years had flared again 


and sudden death lurked in hidden 
places. Lives had been taken as toll 
for other lives taken, but the account 
of cherished hatreds was still unbal- 
anced and other lives would be taken 
that day. 

Next day court would convene. Vio- 
lence and death had come on the eve 
of other court terms and again there 
were clear portents of coming trouble. 
Up from London, Commonwealth-At- 
torney Frank Baker had come, in the 
face of threats, with his life in his 
hands, choosing the chance of death 
rather than the stain of cowardice. 
With him had come an armed band. 
The challenge had been accepted and 
in the night another band formed, 
using the courthouse for ambuscade.” 

Frank Baker unwarily strolled 
from his uncle’s house, across the 
street from the courthouse, and there 
was a blast of bullets from the court- 
house windows. Baker fell at the first 
fire. Another was killed and several 
wounded before the firing ceased. 
Then again there was the peace of an 
autumn Sabbath. 

Clay County, long famed for its 
family feuds, is torn again by the 
strife of men who still hold to the 
code of a life for a life. For the lives 
that were taken that Sabbath morn- 
ing, it is not doubted, the forfeit of 
other lives will be claimed, and it may 
gO on and on, as other feuds have 
gone on and on, until exhaustion dic- 
tates a truce. There are hopes that 
this will be the last of the feuds, 
which have practically passed away in 
other mountain counties. 

Most deadly of the vendettas of the 
past was the Baker-Howard war of 
the 90s with most of the large fam- 
ilies of Clay County involved, and this 
one, still unchecked, is a heritage of 
that, although the alignment is not al- 
together the same. 

That other feud, the old folks say, 
was a repercussion of still another, 
thirty-odd years further back, as far 
back indeed as Civil War days, when 
Bakers and Howards were for the first 
time arrayed in mortal enmity. Mem- 
Ories are in default as to the cause of 
that first trouble, but it is safe to pre- 
sume that it was something trivial, 
as usual. Whatever the cause, the 
trouble subsided after a while and un. 
til the middle 90s the Bakers and 
Howards, numerous along Crane 
Creek, were friendly neighbors. 

The old feud flared up again as a 
result of a quarrel between A. B. 
Howard and George Baker. After a 
while it died down again. 

At the last election, Judge Roy W. 
House of Manchester was a candidate 
for Commonwealth-Attorney. Frank 
Baker ran against him and was elect- 
ed. Later, his brother, Ben, was 
elected County Judge. From the van- 
tage ground of the offices that they 
held the Bakers undertook to domi- 
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Tolman Burchell,

nate the county, or so it seemed to 
men on “the other side’’ who did 
not want the county dominated that 
way. 

Prominent among the men on the 
other side were city officials and mem- 
bers of families that were involved in 
the Howard-Baker-White-Bailey feud 
of the 90s, so that it became a strug- 
gle for control between the two sets 
of officials. 

Among leaders on the other side 
were Pit Stivers, Police Judge, and 
Tolman Burchell, Town Marshal. 
Burchell’s wife was the daughter of 
Jim Howard, who was active in the 
old feud and later served a prison 
term in connection with the assassina- 
tion of Governor Goebel, so the line- 
up was Bakers, Baileys, Philpots and 
Hensleys on the one side, and How- 
ards, Burchells, Stivers, Littles and 
Whites on the other. 

There was trouble from time to 
time in Manchester. Frank Baker had 
surrounded himself with relatives and 
friends. The attitude of these was 
more or less aggressive. One night 
they shot up the town and then went 
to -Baker’s home. A posse followed 
them there, prepared for battle, but 
the Baker men laid low. 


NOTHER night there was a red 
A eee ‘on the hill,’’ the upper 

part of town, where the court- 
house is and where Frank Baker and 
other Bakers lived. Many shots were 
fired, the customary manner of giving 
the alarm, but shots continued to be 
fired as the fire progressed and the 
townspeople remained discreetly ‘‘un- 
der the hill.” Frank's home, the home 
of his brother, John, and two small 
buildings owned by the Bakers, used 
as law offices, were destroyed. The 
Bakers said their enemies had started 
the fires. The other side laid it to the 
Bakers, saying they wanted the insur- 
ance, and procured the indictment of 
Frank and John, on arson charges, 
but the indictments were dismissed. 

Then one night last February, with 
a term of court to convene the next 
day, fire was discovered in the whole- 
sale store of Wiley Baker, uncle of 
Frank, and shots were fired to give 
the alarm. Alf Neal, an aged crippled 
Negro, awakened in his garret on the 
hill, making his way down the hill, 
hurrying as fast as he could, was shot 
and killed by somebody following him 
down the hill. Judge Stivers and the 
Rev. W. R. Walters, Baptist preacher, 
also hurrying to the fire, said they 
saw the men who shot him and Stiv- 
ers named them as George Baker, son 
of Wiley, and Hugh Hornsby. The 
Bakers had a different explanation. 
John Baker said he was on his way to 
the fire and saw the shooting and 
named Stivers as the slayer. The the- 
ory they advanced was that the ene- 
mies of the Bakers had set fire to the 
store and were lying in wait, expect- 
ing the fire would bring the Bakers 
out and shot Neal in the supposition 
that he was John Baker. The theory 
of the other side was that Neal knew 
too much. 

Thus was a clear issue of veracity 
raised as to who had killed the Negro. 
The grand jury indicted George Baker 
and Hugh Hornsby and named Wiley 
Baker as accessory.. Hornsby was 
tried and acquitted. The others have 
not been tried. 

It was expected that Stivers would 
be killed. His friends warned him

and at the same time sent word 
to Frank Baker that if Stivers 
was killed he, Baker, would be killed. 
That was the situation on the eve of 
the April term of court. It was Sat- 
urday and court was to convene Mon- 
day. It was expected that the case 
against George and Wiley Baker for 
the killing of the Negro would come 
up during the term. 

A day or two before that Saturday 
a strange man had been seen in town, 
taking slant-eyed observation of Stiv- 
ers. Stivers laughed it off. 

There was nothing to that, he said. 
He had had a long talk with the Bak- 
ers and everything was all] right. Jim 
Howard, with a veteran's understand- 
ing of feud strategy, was not reassured 
when he heard about the apparent 
truce. It looked to him like the pur. 
pose was tuo throw Stivers off his 
guard. Didn't the Bakers, that time 
when they killed Wils Howard and 
Burch Store, at the beginning of the 
old feud back in the 908, eat dinner 
with the Howards the day before the 
killings? ‘‘When they're friendly,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that’s the time to watch out.” 
To Stivers, though, truce was truce. 

That Saturday Stivers went walking 
down the hill and had come to just 
about the spot where the Negro was 
killed when a closed automobile came 
up behind him, slowed down. Shots 
were fired from the half-lowered win- 
dows and Pit Stivers fell dead. 

The automobile careened perilously 
down the rocky hill and persons whose 
attention had been drawn by the sbots 
noted that the windows, quickly rolled 
up after the shooting, were frosted 


with something that made them prac- 
tically opaque. 

Out of town, on the improved road 
that runs to Burning Springs and on 
to Berea, the killers’ car sped. It was 
found that the telephone wires had 
been cut. As soon as possible a posse 
was formed and started in pursuit A 
little way out the pursuers met a man 
driving to town. He had been crowded 
off the road by the killers’ car and had 
taken note of it. It was a dark Chrys- 
ler. The windows appeared to have 
been soaped. He glimpsed the men in 
the car and they seemed to be Negroes. 


ITH this description the posse, 
\ making inquiries, was able to 

keep the trail. A farmer said 
he had seen two men pass his house 
and described them. One was small 
and erect and kept his right hand in 
his pocket. The description fitted Lit- 
tle Tom Baker, who always carried 
his right hand in his pocket because 
it was deformed. The man also had 
seen the two hide something under a 
bridge. There three guns were found, 
wrapped in two suits of overalls, and 
there was a towel smudged with soot, 
which probably had been wiped from 
the faces of the men. 

It was learned at Bobtown that the 
men had separated there, one hiring 
& man to take him to Berea, the other 
getting a ride on a truck to Richmond. 
The police there arrested Frank Mc- 
Daniel at the home of his aunt, Mrs. 
George Roark. He was found to have 
had his soot-smudged collar washed 
there. McDaniel, Little Tom Baker, 
Mrs. Roark and John M. Quinn, a law- 
yer who had been seen with the oth-

of the killing, were indicted. McDan- 
iel was tried and sent to prison for 
life. Baker has not been caught. The 
other cases are pending. 

The friends of Stivers had said that 
if he was killed Frank Baker would 
be killed. Baker knew that he was 
under sentence of death. His ene- 
mies had an additional incentive in his 
declaration that he was going to re- 
open the inquiry into the killing of 
Bev Bailey. 


HE October term of court would 

open on Monday. Baker, who 

had lived at London after his 

home at Manchester was burned, had 

the alternative of coming to Manches- 

ter and facing death or resigning his 
office and going away. 

If he resigned and went away he 
would be branded-as a coward who 
had been driven out of his own county 
and, as he Jooked at it, he would be 
disgraced for life. No, he told his wife 
and his friends, he couldn’t do that. 
He would go to Manchester and if 
death came to him he would take it 
standing up. But he would take such 


precautions as a prudent man might 
take. So, when he came here the Sat- 
urday before court opened, his rela- 
tives and friends came with him in 
force. There were fifteen to eighteen 
men in the party that moved to the 
county seat and put up at the home 
of Wiley Baker, across from the court- 
house. Frank Baker’s wife went along 
and his aged mother, fearful of what 
might happen, came down from Crane 
Creek because she couldn't stay away. 

‘That afternoon Frank Baker kept 
close to the house but members of his 
party, in groups of three and four, 
strolled around rather ostentatiously 
under the hill, with weapons bulging 
their coats. That night the enemy 
mobilized. In the darkness other armed 
men gathered at the courthouse and 
waited for the dawn. 

Morning came and men began to 
stir around the Baker house. From 
the windows of the courthouse, more 
than a hundred yards across the court- 
house lot, men watched with fingers 
at triggers of high powered guns. By 
7 o’clock the women had served break- 
fast in the dining room. Some of the 
men strolled outside. Presently Baker 
stepped out at the front door, crossed 
the porch and the narréw yard and 
out to the sidewalk and stood there, 
one may suppose, enjoying the peace 
of the Sabbath morning. 

From the dim interior of the court- 
house, through windows in deep 
shadow from the heavy-foliaged trees, 
came a blast of bullets and Frank 
Baker fell dead. John Brockman, who 
had come far to take a hand because 
his mother was a Baker, dashed from 
the house, probably with the thought 
of rendering aid, and was shot and 


killed at the porch steps. Frank Bak- 
er’s mother, assuming that the assas- 
sins would not kill a woman or heed- 
less of the danger, tried to go to her 
fallen son. Bullets hit all about her 
and drove her back. It is probable 
that now the men in the courthouse 
would .accept the soft impeachment 
that they did not want to kill her 
rather than acknowledge = inferior 
marksmanship. 

A fusillade followed, bullets splin- 
tering the woodwork and crashing 
through the windows. The fire could 
not be returned without such exposure 
af would invite instant death. The peo- 


ple in the house got behind the fire- 
place chimneys and lay flat on the 
floor for saféty. Frank Young, a rela- 
tive of Mrs. Frank Baker, was shot 
in the hip. Wiley Baker, trying to slip 
out the back way, was shot in ~the 
thigh, apvarently from the mountain 
slope on the far side of the creek, 
showing that the place was surround- 
ed. He crept into a cornfield and lay 
there until near noon, when deputy 
sheriffs went searching for him and 
found him there. 


noon the siege lasted, with shots 

at intervals. Two or three of the 
besieged received slight wounds from 
ricocheting bullets. A man named 
Murrell finally slipped out the back 
way and hunted up Sheriff Langdon. 
He said he did not see what he could 
do, not anyway until the other side 
ceased firing. 

Murrell caught a ride into London 
and told Judge Lewis what was going 
on and the Judge asked the Governor 
for troops, and they were sent. 

In the meantime, Manchester on the 
bill was deserted except by the besieg- 
ers and the besieged. People under the 
hill did. not know just how many were 
dead on the hill. Nobody had the hard- 
ihood to try to find out.

tones. The church bells rang after 2 
while and children went to Sunday 
school. Women stood at their door- 
ways and wondered. 

Then, along toward noon, the con- 
tinued silence at the courthouse sug. 
gested that the besiegers had with- 
drawn. About 11:30 the wives of 
John Milton, jailer. and Theo Philpct, 
deputy jailer, went to the Baker house 
to see what they could do. Then 
others, reassured, began to gather. The 
sheriff and his deputies came. 

There was a question about getting 
the dead and wounded and the-as-yet- 
unharmed of the Baker force out of 
town. The Sheriff said he would pro- 
vide an escort. At 4 o’clock an am- 
bulance came and the dead were placed 
in it. The cthers, including’ the 
wounded, entered their cars and with 
machine loads of deputy sheriffs in 
front and bringing up the rear, the 
procession moved down the hill and 
out the road to Berea, the escort turn- 
ing back at Burning Springs. 

What remained of the Sabbath was 
peaceful, with the added solemnity of 


death as it had stalked that day and

On the other hand, 
children in schools, at least beyond the 
nursery schools, are exposed to the in- 
fluences of State and churches, both 
of which Russell regards as ‘‘implaca- 
ble enemies of both intelligence and 
virtue.” He suspends judgment as to 
the advisability of having children re- 
moved from their parents and brought 
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ing what lies in their power to make 
the world less painful. They will have 
a more just standard of values than is 
possible for the easy-going conformist. 
They will have the knowledge that 
they are among those who prevent the 
human race from sinking into stagna- 
tion and despair. This is something 
better than slothful contentment, and 
if a free education promotes this, par- 
ents ought not to shrink from the inci- 
dental pains which it may involve for 
their children.”

Presidential campaigns were not al- 
ways like this. In the early days of 
the Republic, candidates for the presi- 
dency, nominated by party caucuses of 
Congressmen, made their appeal to but 
a fraction of the adult population—to 
the people of substance and position. It 
was not until well into the nineteenth 
century that the man in the street, the 
obscure American in humble circum- 
stances, had much to do with selecting 
the Presiaent of his country. As late 
as the election of 1824, the presiden- 
tial electors in six states were appoint- 
ed by the state legislatures. 

The change came with Andrew Jack- 
eon. Old Hickory, running for Presi- 
ident in 1828, departed from precedent 
and sought the votes of the common 
people of the United States, the ig- 
nored men. And with a wild enthusi- 
asm seldom equaled in political his- 
tory, the farmers and backwoodsmen, 
the clerks and laborers of the country 
flocked to the polle and elected him. 
Claude G. Bowers, in his ‘‘Party Bat- 
tles of the Jackson Period’’ (Houghton 
Mifflin Company), calls it the “rising 
of the masses.” ‘“‘With the election of 
1828,”’ he says, ‘a new era dawned in 
American politics.”” And in the next 
campaign, just 100 years ago, in which 


Jackson won re-election, there were 
the first national conventions, the first 
drawing of an issue between money 
power and worker, the first wide- 
spread use of .the press and the first 
employment of caricature in an Amer- 
ican presidential election. Jackson, the 
first President of the Democratic party, 
may well be called the father of mod- 
ern political campaigning. 


HOSE two victories and prece- 
dent - breaking campaigns of 
Jackson's were among the bDit- 


terest this country has ever known. 
This was undoubtedly due in part 


‘to the nature of the democratic 


despot from Tennessee. Jackson was 
a fighter and, like most fighters, 
inspired both intense devotion and 
intense hatred. On his side, he re- 
turned his friends’ devotion in full 
measure, and hated his enemies with 
robust vindictiveness. In the life of a 
man of that kind there were bound to 
be many things which political oppo- 
nents could attack, and such a man 
could not be expected to be delicate 
in his reprisals. 
Jackson first ran for the presidency 
in the election of 1824, but he didn’t 
run very hard. At the outset, at least, 


effects. Thus, it is possible to hear 
him sing the famous ‘Pagliacci’ aria 
and others, accompanied by a modern 
20-piece symphony orchestra instead of 
by the instruments with which he actu- 
ally sang in life.

Then Andrew Jackson did go after 
the presidency. He believed that the 
popular will had been defeated. And 
his indignation was increased by the 
fact that Adams appointed Clay Secre- 
tary of State. He charged that this 
was bribery» Clay's price for support- 
ing Adams in the House contest. There 
is reason to believe that Clay needed 
no bribe to support Adams, but the 
Jackson men refused to see in the af- 
fair anything but low intrigue. And 
the new President was scarcely in of- 
fice before Jackson and his friends 
were laying their plans to elect Jack- 
son in 1828. 

While Jackson men in Congress 
harassed Adams at every opportunity, 
the General and his advisers built up 
virtually a nation-wide organization 
for his campaign. Managers were 
placed in New York, Pennsylvania and 
the South. Newspapers were enlisted 
in the Jackson cause and coached to 
sing his praises and attack the admin- 
istration. A newspaper named the

NEW YORK. 
BATCH of letters 
found in a dead 
man’s trunk forms 
the basis for one of 
the most unusual 
alienation of affec- 
tion suits ever 
brought in a New 
York court. The 
wife did not discov- 
er who had been responsible for her 
husband's indifference until after his 
death. She made the discovery when 
rummaging through her husband’s 
trunk and filed suit for $25,000 
against the woman who wrote the let- 
ters. And though the husband whose 
affections had been alienated had been 
dead for three years when the case 
was tried in Queens Supreme Court, a 
jury nevertheless returned a verdict 
for the widow. 

An added peculiarity in the case is 
that both women involved are elderly 
matrons, each with grown and married 
children, the plaintiff, Mrs. Frederick 
Burglund, being 60 years old, and the 
defendant, Mrs. Adolphine Haessig, a 
white-haired woman of 65. The ad- 
vanced age of the defendant is believed 
to be the chief reason why the jury 
awarded Mrs. Burglund only $1000 
damages, although Mrs. Haessig was 
found. guilty of the charges brought 
against her. 

In 1923, Mr. and Mrs. Frederick 
Burglund lived in Woodhaven, Long 
Island, now one of the outposts of 
Greater New York. They had been 
married 23 years and had six chil- 
dren, the three youngest a girl, 14, 
and two boys, 8 and 9 years old. 
Burglund had served as a Second 
Lieutenant of Aviation during the war. 
He was a plumbing contractor by 
trade, but after the war ended and he 
returned home, he had difficulty get- 
ting a satisfuctory position. 

In answer to an advertisement, how- 
ever, he was offered a position in Chi- 
cago. He did not want to leave his 
family, but no other opportunity pre- 
sented itself and, after discussing the 
situation with his wife one night, it 
was agreed that the only thing for him 
to do was to accept the Chicago offer. 
He was to go out there and get set- 
tled. And then he was to send for 
his wife and children. 

Accordingly, in July, 1923, Freder- 
ick Burglund went off to Chicago. The 
position did not come up to expecta- 
tions and he wrote his wife, saying 
that he was planning on making a 
change. He had difficulty finding 
lucrative work, and consequently 
wasn't able to send for his family. But 
his letters to his wife were affection- 
ate and solicitous, and in spite of his 
difficulties he managed to send mon- 
- @y home from time to time. 

This lasted for some months. The 
money he sent wasn’t sufficient to take 


care of the _ the family in 
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Woodhaven, and though the three 
eldest children worked and contribut- 
ed to the upkeep of the home as best 
they could, Mrs. Burglund found it 
necessary to obtain employment her- 
gelf. She went to work for the tele- 
phone company, and holds a responsi- 
ble position there today. 

As time passed, however, she noticed 
a change in her husband’s attitude. His 
letters came less frequently, and they 
were decidedly cooler when they did 
come. He was also sending fewer and 
fewer money orders toward the sup- 
port of the children, and when he had 
been away from home a little more 
than two years, his letters and money 
orders ceaséd altogether. Mrs. Burg- 
lund wrote to him repeatedly at his 
Chicago address, but her letters either 
remained unanswered or elicited only 


an occasional brief reply. : 


lund that her husband was no 

longer interested in her or the 
welfare of the children. She was 
nonplussed at his complete change 
of heart, and when her inquiries 
to him failed to bring forth any 
satisfactory reply, she decided to 
take action to compel him to contrib- 
ute at least.to the support of the three 
youngest children. Accordingly, she 
reported her situation to the Abandon- 
ment Bureau of Queens County, and 
officials communicated with her hus- 
band through Chicago authorities, giv- 
ing him the choice of being extradited 
to New York to answer charges of 
non-support, or of contributing to 
his children’s care. He agreed to 
contribute, and thenceforth, until the 
time of his death, sent the sum of $15 
a week. 

That was in June, 1926. He sent 
no letters after that, only occasionally 
including a formal line or two with his 
remittance. Then, in February, 1929, 
Mrs. Burglund received notice from 
Chicago that her husband had died. 
She journeyed to Chicago, arranged for 
his interment and from the landlady at 
whose house he had lived, received his 
trunk, which she sent back to her 
home in Woodhaven, together with 
other of his effects. For years her 
husband had carried an insurance pol- 


[: BECAME obvious to Mrs. Burg- 


icy for the benefit of herself and the 
children, but now she discovered that 
he had permitted the policy to lapse 
while in Chicago. She was inclined to 
believe that he had done so because of 
difficulties in meeting the payments, 
although later she was to assume that 
he had permitted the insurance to 
lapse deliberately. 

In a conversation with her husband’s 
landlady, Mrs. Burglund learned that 
her husband frequently received letters 
with a Woodhaven postmark. The 
landlady had presumed they were from 
his wife, but on learning of the fre- 
quency of the letters and of the ap- 
proximate time they had been received, 
Mrs. Burglund realized that the let- 
ters must have come from someone 
else in Woodhaven. Who it was, she 
had no way of knowing. Nor was Mrs. 
Burglund able in any way to learn any- 
thing else from the landlady that 
might account for her husband’s unex- 
plained coolness after he had come to 
Chicago. The landlady said that he 
had been a man of regular and sober 
habits, working steadily, and with ap- 
parently no interests, other than his 
work, that seemed to claim his time or 
attention. 

Some time after Mrs. Burglund had 
returned to Woodhaven, she decided to 
go through her husband’s trunk. There 
she discovered a batch of letters which 
he had received in Chicago. They bore 
a Woodhaven postmark, and their 
dates, and contents, indicated that they 
had been sent regularly during the six 
years he lived in Chicago. To Mrs. 
Burgland’s further surprise, she dis- 
covered that the author of the letters 
was Mrs. Adolphine Haessig, a widow 
in her middle fifties at the time Burg- 
lund had left home, and the mother of 
four or five grown children. 

There were several reasons why Mrs. 
Burglund should have been surprised 
to learn that Mrs. Haessig had been 
corresponding with Burglund. The

chief reason was that the two women 
had not been on “friendly terms 
for a period of years, extending back 
to a time before Burglund had gone 
to Chicago. And the reason for this 
lack of friendliness was to a great ex- 
tent responsible for much of the con- 
tents of the letters, and for Burglund’s 
final indifference to his wife. 

The Burglunds and the Haessigs had 
once been on frienflly terms. The two 
families were neighbors in Woodhaven 
and enjoyed many social intimacies to- 
gether. 


MONG the things they had in 
A common was a mutual interest 

in the local post of the American 
Legion. Burglund and his son, Leon- 
ard, were members of the post, and 
so was Mrs. Haeassig’s son, Cari. Both 
Mrs. Burglund and Mrs. Haessig were 
members of the Women’s Auxiliary of 
the Woodhaven Post, and active in its 
affairs. 

Then, before Burglund went to Chi- 
cago, an incident occurred that seems 
to have embittered Mrs. Haessig 
against Mrs. Burglund. Carl Haessig 
was a candidate for the office of com- 
manding officer of the post. Leonard 
Burglund, however, was active in the 
the support of a rival candidate. The 
rival candidate won the election. Mrs. 
Haessig held young Burglund responsi- 
ble, and for some reason was inclined 
to believe that Mrs. Burglund had in- 
fluenced her husband in his opposition 
to Carl Haessig. From that time on 
there was a growing coolness between

the two women, and though Mrs. Burg- 
lund was conscious of it, she never 
suspected the depth of the other wo- 
man’s dislike. 

Mrs. Haessig had once been presi. 
dent of the Women’s Auxiliary. Very 
soon after Burglund’s departure for 
Chicago, Mrs. Burglund was elected to 
the same office. This further embit- 
tered Mrs. Haessig, and from then on 
nothing Mrs. Burglund did or fsiled 
to do met Mrs. Haessig’s approval. 
Hardly any of Mrs. Haessig’s letters 
to Burglund failed to include state- 
ments calculated to damage Mrs. Burg- 
lund’s position in her husband’s eyes, 
accusing her of neglecting the children, 
speaking disparagingly of Burgland, 
and even suggesting that Mrs. Burg- 
lund was not conducting herself prop- 
erly toward other men. 

It is one of the many curious fea- 
tures of this unusual case that attor- 
neys for the plaintiff at the trial made 
no effort to prove that there had been 
undue intimacy between Mrs. Haessig 
and Frederick Burglund, which is usu- 
ally the case when actions are brought 
for alienation of affection. It is true 
that in one of the letters Mrs. Haes- 
sig did tell Burglund that she wished 
he was .back in Woodhaven and 
that they would ‘have a fine time to- 
géether.’’ 

But no attempt was made to prove 
the existence of a love. affair.

For one thing, such an attempt might 
not have made much of an inmpres- 
sion on the’*jury, in view of the 
defendant’s white hair and sedate, ma- 
tronly appearance on the _ witness 
stand. 

It was sufficient for Mrs. Burglund 
to prove that Mrs. Haessig had alienat- 
ed Burglund’s affections, and this she 
did to the satisfaction of the jury by 
showing that the letters contained such 
matter as would destroy a husbands 
confidence in his wife and his regard 
for her. 

Mrs. Haessig, on the stand, made no 
attempt to deny writing the letters, but 
said she had done so at Burglund's re- 
quest, in order to keep him informed 
of his wife’s conduct in his absence. 
However that may be, a _ reading 
of the letters made it apparent to the 
jury that Mrs. Haessig’s zea! in 
reporting adversely was decidedly pro- 
nounced.

John H. Eaton, 
who became Secretary of War, had 
married Peggy Timberlake (nee 
O'Neil), a lively young widow, 
whose reputation was a bit sullied, 
and the wives of other Cabinet 
members snubbed her, as did 
Washington society in general. 
This enraged Jackson. Remember-
